The management of the town farm for the first half of 
the year was very unsatisfactory to us. The expenses were 
very large and the receipts were small. We purchased a 
manure spreader in order to be able to get out the manure 
which had been accumulating for several years. But very | 
little of it was used before haying.

The agent resigned August 20th and we hired Mr. and 
Mrs. Barrows for the remainder of the year and until 
March 20th of the present year until the town can decide 
whether they will continue to run the farm or not. If you 
continue to run the farm, we would strongly recommend 
that Mr. and Mrs. Barrows be hired, if possible, for the 
ensuing year. We were well pleased with both Mr. and 
Mrs. Barrows’ management. Mr. Barrows has hauled out 
and spread most of the manure, and the income from the 
cows has been satisfactory. 

The potatoes, that were on hand last year, were almost 
a total loss as the agent sold only $16 worth. While the 
potatoes on hand this year are less in quantity than last 
year, the market is so much better that we considered them 
to be, at least, of equal value. We have given the farm 
credit for the new machinery and tools at 75% of their cost. 
The balance against the farm is very much more than usual 
but no part of it can be blamed on Mr. Barrows.

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GENERAL REMARKS 


We have painted and repaired the Town Hall at an 
expense of $498.92. The upper Town Hall is fast return- 
ing to its former state of dilapidation. 

We would recommmend that the janitor be in attendance 
all the time when either hall is in use, to guard against fire 
and damage to the hall and keep the building locked. <A fire 
was averted by some late passersby who broke in a win- 
dow to extinguish it. 

It will be necessary in a very short time to secure more 
land for cemetery purposes at the Upper Corner. 

The large amount of snow bills which were paid from the 
contingent fund rendered it impossible to reduce the town 
debt by $1000 as the town voted. | 

We would recommend that the town raise a larger 
amount for winter roads. The amount of money for Third 
Class Road depends on the amount raised by the town for 
all road purposes. If the snow bills are paid from the con- 
tingent fund the town loses on its Third Class Road money. 

We have examined the Treasurer’s books and accounts 
and have found them correct.

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REPORT OF TRUSTEES (OF 
PUBLIC LIBRARY 


The increasing demand for books shows clearly that 
there is the same wide-spread interest in the library, as 
in past years. The proportion of non-fiction on the 
shelves will compare very favorably with that of other 
libraries. ‘There has been a greater call for books of 
this class during the past year than ever before, and 
many of the newer books of travel and biography are 
seldom out of circulation. 

Only about 40% of the money available for library 
use can be expended in the purchase of books and mag- 
azines. Worn volumes have been replaced as neces- 
sary, since replacing is found, in most cases, to be more 
satisfactory than rebinding. 

A much-needed Atlas of the World has been added 
to the reference books, and a slight change made in the 
list of magazines. One high-priced periodical, little 
used, has been replaced by two more popular publica- 
tions. 

The librarian and two of the trustees attended the 
meeting of the State Library Association at Oxford and 
found it a most interesting session, in which many of 
the problems of the small town libraries were discussed. 

The trustees would welcome suggestions either in 
regard to the selection of books, or for increasing the 
efficiency of the library in any way. 

In the death of Mrs. Celia Valentine Berry the 
trustees feel they have lost a most devoted and esteemed 
co-worker. Since 1909, Mrs. Berry has served as one 
of the trustees, striving always to make the library more 
fully equipped, more far-reaching in its influence.

She had always a cheery word for the patrons as 
they came and went, especially for the children, suggest- 
ing books and directing them in their choice of reading. 

So great was her devotion to the work, and her love 
of books, that she spent many hours at the drudgery of 
cataloguing volumes, and re-arranging shelves when her 
physical strength would hardly permit her to do so.

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REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


(Including Financial Statement) 


In this, my first annual report, I am limiting myself 
to a discussion of the more important phases of the past 
year’s work, because such a report as this must of neces- 
sity be brief. 

New Gloucester employs three high school and ten 
common school teachers. Four of these teachers re- 
signed in June and one, Miss Hadley, was transferred 
from the Penney Road school to the Gloucester Hill 
school. This made five changes at the beginning of the 
fall term in September. This is too large a percentage 
of changes to make for real efficiency in our schools. 

The following table shows the schools, teachers, en- 
rollment, average attendance, length of term, wages per 
week and total amount paid to teachers. In this table, 
E* refers to Total Enrollment; AA*, to Average At- 
tendance; L*, ‘to’ Length of Term in weeks; W*, to 
Wages per Week; T*, to Total Wages for term.

I believe that I can say in all sincerity that satisfac- 
tory progress has been made in the schools during the 
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past year, and that the schools and teachers are deserv- 
ing of the support of the citizens. However even more 
progress should be made during the coming year. 


TEACHERS 


One of the points that determines the success or 
failure of any school is the training and experience of 
the teacher. With the salaries we are now paying, we 
cannot expect to secure normal trained teachers for all 
our schools. However, there are ways by which the 
efficiency of our schools and teachers can be raised with- 
out necessitating large increases in appropriations. 
First, we should do everything possible to encourage 
satisfactory teachers to remain from year to year. Sec- 
ond, we should encourage our teachers to improve them- 
selves by summer study and professional reading during 
the year. The Shaker school is an excellent example 
of what results can be obtained when the same teacher 
has been retained for a period of years, and where the 
teacher is keeping herself professionally abreast of the 
times by study and professional reading. I am using 
this school as an example as this is the only school in 
town that has not changed teachers during the past 
two years. 

Another method of improving the training of our 
prospective teachers would be to have a teacher training 
course in our high school. This could be done without 
increasing our appropriations in any way. By this plan, 
those who intend to teach would take this course which 
would consist of both theory and practice. The theory 
would be taught during the junior and senior years in 
the classroom, and the practice would consist of six 
weeks practice teaching during the senior year in one of 
our schools under the supervision of experienced teach- 
ers such as are in the Upper and Lower Corner Schools. 


Or if the pupil lived near one of the outside schools: 


which was taught by an experienced teacher such as at 


cee ee 
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Cobb’s Bridge, the practice teaching could be done 
there. 

This course would give our girls a far better back- 
ground for the teaching profession than the regular 
courses, and also would be an ideal preparation for those 
who wish to enter normal school. 


SCHOOL NEEDS 


To my mind, there are three outstanding needs in 
our schools; they are as follows: 

First, the present system of nine grades and a thirty- 
four week year should be changed to an eight grade sys- 
tem and a thirty-six week year. Very few school sys- 
tems in the state now have more than eight grades. 
Our trained teachers have received their training for an 
eight grade system. Our state course of study is based 
on an eight grade system. It is very confusing to pupils 
that move in or out of town. So many reasons could be 
given in favor of this change that I believe that the 
needs of this town would be taken care of better with 
an eight grade system and a thirty-six week year than 
under the present plan. 

The second need is a course of study so constructed 
that all teachers in all schools, whether in the centers 
of population or in the outside schools may work to the 
same ends, and that the standards for the several grades 
may be the same for all schools. At the beginning of 
the winter term, such a course of study was placed in 
the hands of the teachers in hope that by another fall 
a complete course may be developed and adopted that 
will fully meet this need. 

The third is the need for modern equipment in our 
schools, especially in our outside schools. I-am in favor 
of keeping our outside schools open only when the chil- 
dren can enjoy the same privileges as the children in 
the centers of population. This refers to teachers and 
equipment. Our teachers are satisfactory, but the 
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equipment is far from being so. In most cases the 
blackboards are very poor, in few of our schools are the 
seats adjustable, the maps are antebellum, and reference 
books are almost entirely lacking. 

To ask the town to assume the burden of correcting 
these conditions all at once would be unreasonable, so | 
am recommending that the town raise one-fifth of the 
amount necessary each year for five years, so that at 
the end of that time our schools will have the modern 
equipment that our children have the right to expect. 
The amount necessary for this purpose is included in 
the recommendation for repairs. This amount is two 
hundred dollars. 


MUSIC 


Some things are absolutely necessary in our schools, 
others while not absolutely necessary are highly desire- 
able; among these is music. An article has been placed 
in the warrant to see if the town will raise money to 
provide for musical instruction. If music is placed in 
the schools it should be taught by a highly trained and 
experienced teacher. It is possible to secure such a 
teacher on a part time basis for a moderate amount. I 


recommend that the town raise the sum asked for this 


purpose, and I feel sure that if this is done, that the 
money will be well spent. 


PARENT TEACHER ASSOCIATION 


An active Parent Teacher Association would be an 
excellent activity for New Gloucester. An organized 
group of citizens, intelligently interested cannot help 
but be an asset to our schools. I would be’ very glad 
to assist in the formation of such a body as I believe 
that much good can come from such a source. 
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FINANCES 


Fortunately all accounts have comfortable if not 
large unexpended balances at the end of this fiscal year. 
All bills are paid up to the present date, February 206, 
1926. | 


APPROPRIATIONS 


Appropriations for schools should be figured with 
three things in mind; first, the school program for the 
ensuing year, second the wishes of the voters, and third 
the resources of the town. In figuring the following 
appropriations, I have kept these three things in mind. | 

The tax-rate of New Gloucester is .0335, the average 
for the state is .042, New Gloucester’s school rate is 
0107, the average for the state is .0115. Thus it can 
be seen that the burden of taxation for schools is not 
excessive in this town. 

In figuring the estimates for the ensuing year the 
superintendent has a definite program, and a carefully 
prepared and itemized budget. The appropriations can 
not be smaller and still have the same program main- 
tained. 

I believe that the voters will consider these recom- 
mendations reasonable in view of the program contem- 
plated for the ensuing year. The estimated expendi- 
tures reach such a total that it is found that the appro- 
priations of last year will serve as a basis for the recom- 
mendations of this year, even although the present plans 
are to run the schools on a thirty-six week basis instead 
of a thirty-four week basis as well as to progress along 
other lines: |

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REPORT OF THE | 
PRINCIPAL OF HIGH SCHOOL 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of the Town of New Gloucester: 


The subject of education, school welfare, and the 
best interests of your sons and daughters seems not to 
be the perennial problem that it should be, but rather 
one that reaches its zenith around Town Meeting time. 


A sort of enthusiasm aroused to see how economically, 


dangerously economically, the school work has been 
carried on during the past year. Granted that this is 
the case, let us see that this year the schools of New 
Gloucester, both High and Common, receive the atten- 
tion that rightly belongs to them. Education, to be sure, 
is one of the Town’s greatest expenses and for this 
reason, if for no other, it should not be gambled with. 
Your dividends from education expenditures are far in 
advance. For every plus quantity that you put into 
education you receive one plus in return. That is an 
axiom. 

The support that I have received from the school 
board this year has been very encouraging, as has also 
been the efforts of Mr. Coombs, our new Superintendent, 
and my two/assistants: Such cooperation is bound to 
bring the desired results. The assistance of parents, 
friends and town organizations is also acknowledged. 
A great many of our school affairs would have been 
practically impossible without their aid. 


ENROLLMENT 


The enrollment at the beginning of the year was 49, 
Since then four have transferred to other schools, four 
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have left school and three new students have been ad- 
mitted. Our present enrollment is 44, 23 boys, 21 girls. 

Up to the present time the regularity of attendance 
has been unbroken by sickness of any kind. Last year 
we were rather unfortunate in having a break in our 
Spring term, which almost threatened to prolong the 
school year. 

Three pupils were all that were lost by last year’s 
graduation. 

The senior class this year totals-13. Of these 13, 
three boys are planning to enter college in the Fall; 
four girls have signified their intentions of taking addi- 
tional work to fit themselves for teaching; and one boy 
has already entered upon a course of commercial art. 
Not too bad a showing for a class of this size. 

The Junior class lost a few of its members and totals 
this year only eight. 

There are nine in the Sophomore class. 

Due to the fact that the school board has deemed it 
inadvisable to continue sending the 9th grade students 
from the various schools of New Gloucester to the High 
School to complete their ninth year of grade work, our 
new students were small in number. I believe that the 
discontinuation part of the program to be for the best 
interests of both High School students and 9th graders. 
In the first place, we do not have adeauate room for a 
ninth grade, and secondly, if we were to take time to 
teach the four extra courses, which the state requires, 
we would be forced to take some of the time from our 
regular High School students. I would, however, wel- 
come and even suggest that some plan be worked out 
whereby we might abolish the 9th grade entirely, 
making one grade of the 8th and 9th. This plan is 
working successfully in most of the larger centers, and 
surely would here where the number of pupils in the 
ninth grade is in many cases only one or two. 

Our entire freshman class numbers 14. 
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A few statistics as regards ranks of the students 
might interest you. The truth has been slightly tam- 
pered with, causing the circulation of a report that is 
quite at variance with the following figures:

Number of failures, none 
Average rank for entire year, 79.4 
Number in Junior Class 1924-1925, 14 
Number of failures, none 
Average rank for entire year, 87.2 
Number in Sophomore Class 1924-1925, 16

Average rank for the entire year, 87.0

I have purposely omitted the ranks of the 9th grade 
students as they really were no part of the High School. 
Their ranks would have raised the general average. 

If you examine carefully the above table, you will 
find that the average for the entire school last year was 
80.5. Were we to construct a Gossian curve from our 
above data and then compare the results with like 
curves from other High Schools, we would find that our 
school is keeping pace, intellectually, with the best. A 
Gossian curve runs from 70 to 100 with its central tend- 
ency at 85. In constructing the above mentioned curve 
and obtaining the 85 average only students doing pass- 
ing work are used, while I have obtained 80.5 by using 
both classes of students, that is, those who passed and 
those who have failed. | 
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This year we have had but one or two failures in 
any subject with a possibility that these can be brought 
up to passing before the final marks go in. 


SQOHOOr- ACTIVITIES 


We ask your support in a new venture to be tried 
out this » years’ The’ “Pioneer,? a> High School paper 
edited by the students of the High School, will go to 
press in about four weeks. Get back of this, advertise 
in it if your occupation warrants; if not, send in your 
compliments. Above all buy it. I know there will be 
something of interest in it for everyone. ‘The easiest 
time to suppress any kind of undertaking is at the be- 
ginning. Any adverse criticism or discouragement on 
your part. will check the students in this new task. 
Don’t do it, it’s giving them excellent training in a 
course that we cannot otherwise give. 

The senior class was successful in giving their drama 
in the Town Hall on November 14. This was repeated 
at Danville. The class, as well as members of the other 
classes, friends, teachers, are leaving Friday, March 26, 
for a week’s trip to Washington. 

The two groups of Campfire girls are again active 
this year. 

The orchestra haS been discontinued. 

The preliminary speaking contest will be held here in 
the school on a date that will be given out later. I plan 
to ask each student to bring a visitor. Last year there was 
a great scarcity of parents at the preliminaries. These 
are as important and should draw as many as the final 
contest that is held in the Town Hall. We sent a con- 
testant to the Cumberland County Speaking Contest 
held last spring at the new Deering High School and 
will do the same this year. 

The boys’ agricultural club has suffered severely 
through loss of members. Nevertheless, the boys at- 
tended the County Contest at Portland, where one of 
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them won first prize in Poultry Management, the second 
successive year that a New Gloucester boy has been. 
county champion. At the state contest at Orono he re- 
ceived honorable mention. 

The task of getting in closer touch with the alumni | 
has been rather a large one, but not so unsuccessful but 
that we are indebted to them, at least financially, tor a 
very important part of last year’s program. I wish the 
enthusiasm displayed then, and at the annual basketball 
game, might characterize their everyday associations 


with us. 


ATHLETICS 


Last Fall the boys were successful in defeating Pen- 
nell’s cross-country team on the New Gloucester course. 
They took second place in a triangular meet held at 
Gray. Had it not been for a very unfortunate accident 
which the boys incurred, while on their way to the track 
meet at Cumberland, I feel sure that our trophy shelf 
would have been graced with one more cup. 

Both the boys and girls basketball teams have been 
doing very well. All are doing and have been doing 
passing work, sufficient to allow them to play. The 
eligibility rules of the Maine Association of Secondary 
School Principals have been rigidly adhered to. 

One of the greatest needs of the High School and 
also one of the best things that could happen to the 
town, is a High School gymnasium. ‘There are many 
arguments in favor of a gym and none, that are of any 
importance, against it. In the first place, a gymnasium 
would mean that we would be enabled to give each pupil 
the required amount of physical training that the laws 
of our State demand. Secondly, it would do away with 
all criticism that the school gets because of the use of 
the Town Hall for basketball purposes. The Town Hall 
should not be used for basketball. I agree with those 
who uphold this side, but I also agree with and thank 
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those who have been loyal in their stand on the other 
side. Both sides are right. | 

In the third place, the school is paying money to the 
town for the use of its hall which could be put to eood 
advantage in the school. There are other points in 
favor too numerous to be mentioned here. I am sure 
that you all realize this need fully as much as I do my- 
self. A structure of the proper dimensions, suitable in 
every way, from an esthetic and practical standpoint, 
could be erected at a maximum cost of $4,000. I have 
been assured of the willing cooperation of many. 

A famous Roman senator made but one speech, but 
he made it every time he got a chance. That speech 
was, “Carthage must be destroyed.” He had an idea 
and kept hammering at it at every opportunity. By 
doing likewise, hammering at this idea, we will soon 
have it the reality that it should be. The above price 
includes no equipment. That will come later. 


SCHOOL RENOVATIONS 


It seems to me to be a very peculiar business method 
that appropriates a sum of money for the exterior re- 
pairs of a building and puts restrictions on it so that it 
cannot be used for interior repairs, but such seems to 
have been the case. Perhaps it would be possible to re- 
appropriate this money, for surely we have not used it 
up entirely as a list of repairs external and internal will 
show: 


(1) Both toilets have been repaired and although 
they do not measure up to the standard required by the 
State Health Officer who condemned them last year, 
they are, however, quite an improvement. 

(2) ‘The roof has been worked on—it still leaks. 

(3) Walks leading to the toilets have been repaired. 

(4) The barn door and approach have been made 
SeSeCuLe, | 
(5) Locks have been placed on the laboratory doors 
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and bolts on the outside. The school is now inac- 
cessible. 

(6) Glass has been put in the cellar windows where 
needed. 

The heating system is working fine this year and the 


school has been well provided with both coal and wood. | 


The boiler has been cleaned which doubtless 1s respons- 
ible for the better results that we have obtained this 
winter. 

There is not much likelihood of ever having occasion 
to use fire-extinguishers, the only source from which a 
fire could arise being the alcohol lamps used in the lab- 
oratory and we are very careful in handling those. Still, 
should the occasion ever arise we would be unable to 
check a fire of the smallest dimensions, having no water 
handy and equipped with the inferior chemical fire ex- 
tinguishers that you have provided. 

I believe that the appearance of school rooms have 
improved this year. The floors have been oiled and 
some of the blackboards painted. From a sanitary point 
of view I know there is still room for improvement. 
The old-fashioned remedy for uncleanliness and disease, 
hot water and soap, could be applied to great advantage. 
Why not increase the salary of the janitor and make his 
work include the periodic cleaning of blackboards and 


the washing, three times a year, of the woodwork and 


windows? 

A list of repairs and improvements that I deem 
necessary is as follows: 

(1) Curtains for the main room. We have none 
there. 
(2) Ceiling whitened. (6) Water piped in. 


(3) Walls painted. (7) New blackboards. 
(4) Flag pole and base. (8) More shelf room. 
(5) Sanitary closets. (9) Electric lights.
